The city, it 
was said, was one of the most 
tranquil, normal, peaceful spots 
in the country anid would thus 
painlessly illustrate the virtues 
of _ military rule. 

Instead, the military coun 
cil's news manazemenr machine 
received a nastv jolt. First, the 
regional head. the V'oivod. was 
çross-examined with particular 
intensity about internment, the 
collapse of tbe party and other 
distasteful subjects. Then, the 
journalists were ferried to the 
Cegielski enzine factory which, 
on the surface at least haz 
been quiescent since being at 
the centre of the Poznan up» 
rising in 1956. 

But instead of clean-cut 
figures explaining how many 
production records were being 
broken for socialism, Hittle 
groups of Solidarity menıbers 
surrounded the correspondents 
on the shopfloor and spilt the 
beans: passive resistance at 
the factory meant that İt was 
working at between 30 and 49 
per cent nf capacitv in some 
sections. The workers were 
biding their time, waiting for 
tha resmergenc2 of Mr Lech 
Walesa, the Solidarity Ieader. 
A few were still sporting Soli 
darity badges. 

But there was worse to come. 
The Foreign Ministry officials 


shepherding the journalists 
produced, at the correspon. 
dents’ request, the former 


Solidarity chief of the region, 
kr Zdzislaw Rozwalak. the 
mast senior member of the 
union to have publicly recan. 
ted, accepting the necessity of 
martial aw, . 

Hiş disavnıral of the union 
had been widely publicized by 
the Polish newspapers and he 
had even been tipped a5 the 
leader of a new reconstituted 
Solidarity, a’ conformist nnn- 
political. nrganization . that . 
woud he 3 iustrumeht of 
government policy. 

Howerer, Mr Rozwalak chose 
this moment to aonpunce that 
he had bcen forced by the 
security authorities to sign his 
renıutnciation of the union 
under threat of internment, 
that he had made a mistake 
and that the Gorernment had 
publicized his statement with- 
nut his consent. The Foreign

A 10-minute visit to the im- 
maculate sixteenth century 
Nîarket Square, «ll cobbles and 
pigeons. brougbt the informa- 
Ton from a passer-by that 500 
people had staged a demonstra’ 
tinn against mternment after 
Mass un Thursday.

Thus within a sir-hour

Weather hampers plane salvage 
after Washington crash

The Boeing 737 is one of 
the most popular aircraft in 
the world and bas flown 
millions of British package 
holidaymakers to Mediterra- 
nean destinations. 

The United States National 
Transportation Safety Board 
in Washington said last night 
that, .in terms of fatal 
accidents, the 737 was the 
second safest aircraft operat 
ing in America between 1970 
and 1979. It came behind the 
British-built BAC 1-11 which 
had no fatal accidents. 

The 737’s only fatal acci- 
dent during the period was in 
December 1972 when a 
United Airlines aircraft 
crashed in a residential area 
on the approach to Midway 
Airport at Chicago. There 
were 45 deaths, two of them 
people on the ground. 

“As far as we are con- 
cerned, the 737 has an 
excellent safety record”, said 
a spokesman for the safety 
‘board. At Boeing’s Seattle 
headquarters, a spokesman 
said the company had de- 
livered 813 of the aircraft and 
had orders for a further 159. 
The 737s are being produced 
at the rate of 10 a month 
making it the best selling 
jetliner in the world.

Europe. We do not accept it 
in the sense of approving or 
endorsing it or even regard- 
ing it as in ary way ti 
mate, but we are obHiged to 
accept it as fact, 

The same is true of the 
American exercise of power 
in central and south America, 
which is equally a fact, 
whether or not we approve of 


it. 

What flows from this? Not 
that we should not try to 
modify or undermine the 
Soviet sphere of influence or 
even, perhaps, that some 


radical changes, unwelcome 
to Washi n, within the 
American spbere of influence 
should not be encouraged. 


The point is simply one of 
prudence. Where a sphere of 
influence is firmly estab- 
lished, the great power 
concerned will usually 
defend it more resolutely and 
agressively; than any other 
interest except the security

It 
ceases to be a matter of guilt 
and atonement aıd becomes 
as it should, a matter of 
deciding what we can do to 
alleviate an unjust and de- 
testable situation which, Like 
so many of the world’s 
injustices, lies at present 
outside the scope of our 
physical power and within 
someone else"s. 


Are we prepared to extend 
our own scope and reduce 
that of the Soviet Union by 
force?

wer, but we have not, 
lespite a brief period of 
rhetoric in the 1950s, made 
any direct attempt to “roll 
back the frontiers of commu- 
nism.”

GREECE AS THE ODD MAN OUT 


dreou tactics a; to many 
Greeks who f hat Athens 
has been altogether too com- 
pliant in the past in its 
relations with the larger Nato 
countries. 

It does, however, present 
problems for Greece’s ا‎ 
ners, both in Nato and the 
Community. In Nato, state- 
ments like this week’s on 
Poland are rormally based or 
conseusus, and the same goes 


for forei, icy statements 
by the EEC Feta ministers. 
Dissent by ore nmrember is 
bound to weaken them some- 
what, and could set a prece- 
dent. There is also the possi- 
bility that Greece might hold 
up the important process of 
Spanish entry to Nato if it 
chose to withhold its ratifî- 
cation as a negotiating tactic. 

This will have to be met by 
a conbination of flexibility 
and j. În Nato ft is 
clearly essential that full 
account should be taken of 
Greek sensibilities towards 
Turkey — though ı10 more 
than of Turkey’s owr sensi- 
bilities. In the Community, it 
bas to be recognized that 
under Mr Papandreou Greece 
has a markedly more a 
Arab position than any of the 
other _xmermıbers. Attempts 
must be made to accommo- 
date it. But there will be 
occasions, like this week’s 
discussion in Nato, 
when at the end of the day the 
others will have to go 
withour Greece rather than 
allow themselves to be harm- 
strung. 


In- 
deed efficiency and humane 
service are not always in 
conflict: in the United States, 
Bell telephone provides exten- 
sive cheap public telephones, 
made possible by the low unit.

Manage- 
ments have made hi pay 
settlements and then been 
able to recoup the cost by 
high price increases passed 
oni to their captive consumers. 
In 1981 employees in public 
corporations earned on aver- 
age nine per cent more than 
employees ir the private. 
sector; m 1979 the gap was 
only four per cent. Price and 
wage inflation’ in the whole 
public sector last year were 
roughly double the rate in the 
private sector. Had it not been 
so, Mrs Thatcher would now 
have single figure inflation, 
with all that implies for 
interest rates, tax rates and 
the public borrowin: 
requirement. Politically ax 
economically her Goverment 
would already be a success in 
terms of its own priority of 
defeating inflation. 

Rectifying that failure 
would be a fruitful objective 
for the second half Mrs. 
Thatcher’s administration. 
The public monopolies will of 
course prove resistant to 
measures designed to make 


their privileged lives less 
comfortable. But a deter- 
mined government could 
succeed. 


The first requirement of

But by international stan- 
dards and most objective 
criteria none is satisfactorily 
efficient. The postal services, 
electricity and gas servicing 
and all public utility retailing 
have grown fat and lazy under 
monopolistic protection. Last

THE DOUBLE ORDEAL OF RAPE 


The consequence, unhap- 
pily, may be titat rapists — 
not only the Scottish three (if 
they were indeed guilty) — 
are going unpunished because 
of the unwillingness of their 
victims to give evidence. 
Many more rapists are free

ru rom rer e 
rape at all, precicely because 
they fear the ordeal that the 
courî case wil put them 
through. The awful experi- 
ence of the assault is bad 
enough without having to re- 
live it many months later in ã 
court of law at a time when, 
psychologically, it would be 
far better for it t0 be 
banished from memory. Yet if 
women do not come forward 
g0 report sexual attacks on 
therm, they are leaving vicious 
crinigals urpiumislhed and 
free to prey Onl other women. 
1t is an awful dilemma, and no 
woman should be blamed for 
declining to submit zo 
requi ts of a trial. But 
stripping thoşe accused of 
rape of their basic rights is 
xot the answer.

The 
decision of the Scottish Prto- 
secuting authorities to discon- 
tinue proceedings against 
three youths accused of rape 
(and attempted murder) 
appears to suggest that the 
more horrible the experience 
of a rape victim, the greater 
the chances of the rapists 
getting off. That is nol, of 
course, what the prosecution 
are saying. They are the 
prisoners of the laws of 
evidence, just as their English 
counterparts would be jin 
similar circumstances. Criti- 
cism can be made, however, 
of the decision to drop the 
prosecution altogether. The 
giri may not be in a fit mental 
state to give evidence now, 
but she might recover suffi- 
ciently to do so in future.

Lord Grade has assiduously 
cultivated iis image with the

a quotable quote. 

1ı retrospect, the peak of 
his career cau be seen t0 be 
the heady days of British com- 
mercial television in the late 
1950s and early 1960s, when 
Beat rhe Clock pulled in mil.

States. Lev Grade then posses.

Were it not for ACC's property 
holdings and its rights to such 
valuable music catalogues as a 
large number of Lennon and 
McCartney songs, the come 
paay’s position ould have been 
untenable. 

It is factually unfair to lay 
the blame for it all on the 73- 
year-old figure of the former 
Charleston dancer. But Lord 
Grade must take the blame for 
making his own personality 
iaseparable from that of his 
company’s product. That was 
a process he relished with such 
successes as The Muppets and 
televisioo series Tike The Saint; 
it ‘became less desirable when 
film disasters such as the $35m 
flop Raise The Titanic auto- 
matically attracted the tag, 
“made by Grade ”. 


Lord Grade will deprive the 
world of international business 
of one of ifs most flamboyant 
characters, a tough and deter» 
mined operator who saw a 
lifetime of increasing success 
overtaken, in three years, by 
a vicious circle of creative and 
financial failure. 

Lord Grade’s analysis of his 
departure from the helm of 
the entertminments empire he 
built will Tay the blame heavily 
at the door of the financial 
institutions, and not any dim- 
ming of his own instinct for 
finding the lucrative jugular 
through which flow the tastes 
of the masses. 8 

Jt is an analysis few will 
share. Since embarking on its 
ill-fated attempt to become a 
new Jeading film studio, three 
years ago, ACC has consist- 
ently failed to find significant 
box office success.
